THE ABSCONDING POSTMASTER.

Extradition proceedings will. be begun in a 
few days.

News of Great Excitement Among the 
Southern Cheyennes, 

Wasnincton, June 22.—The werepart- 
ment has received reports from Fort ‘eno, I. 
T.,dated the 20th inst., to the eflect that 
great excitement prevails at that place over 

vecied Indian outbreak by the Cheyenne 
The Indians, known as southern 

Cheyennes, are meking preparations to go on 
ihe war peth. A few days since the troops 
were erent to quiet a lIlocal disturb- 
ance smong these same Indians. The 
War <cdepartment officials are not 
informed as tothe cause of the threatened 
outbreak Saturday. If these Indians go on 
the war path, there will be great difficulty in 
quieting them. The Cheyennes are reported 
to be asiroublesome to deal with as are the 
Apaches. The country, however, in which 
the former live would be more advantageous 
to thesoldiers pursuing them, than is the 
rough, rock country in which the latter are 
being foliowed. 

News was received at the war department 
late this afternoon to the effect that the 
difficulty with the Cheyenne Indians is be- 
coming very serious. 

General Augur has ordered four companies of 
the Fifth cavalry to go to the scene of the 
disturbance. This makes ten companies at 
Reno, and three additional companies are 
held in readiness to go at a moment’s notiec. 
General Augur recommends the appointment 
of a commission to ascertain the cause of the 
diecontent. 

General Pope has transmitted to the war 
department an account of the killing of a 
Piute Indian named Joe by two white men in 
Happy Valley, Oregon. In com- 
menting upon! the killing, General Pope 
again invites attention to the white and 
Indian outrages, which are increasing in fre- 
quency in the southern part of Oregon. He 
gays the Piutes, having no reservation they 
are willing to go to, frequent that country for 
subsistence by hunting and fishing. The state 
of affairs now existing is certain to grow 
worse, aud must finally culminate in.open 
hostilities, unless a reservation is assured to 
the Indians and they are placed on it. The 
commissioner of Indian affairs has directed an 
agent to investigate the circumstances and re- 

rt measures looking to the protection of the

DEPRIVEDOFTHBIR DRINK 


Maine Meanness Toward the Members of the 
Grand !Army, 

PorTLAXD, Me., June 22,—The Grand Army 
men began to arrive to-day with a rush. The 
city has a festive appearance as}for as crowded 
streets arelconkerned,bu'tihe decorations, while 
being in most case; fiastefully and appropri- 
ately arranged, are not numerous. The decor- 
ated buildings along the proposed line of 
march of Tuesday, the great parade, are few 
and further between than might have been 
thought would be the case during so jmport- 
ant a season of festivity. The grand double 
arch in Congress square, which 
bears appropriate mottos is 

_really the most artistic exhibition of decora- 
tive artinthe city. There are two other 
arches, one at the entrance to the encampment, 
and*the other over Congress street in Market 
square. The public buildings are not decorated 
which causes considerable adverse comment. 

| AN ATTENDING AGITATION. 

There has been considerable agitation during 
the past few days over the liquor law. Prom- 
inent prohibitionists have been very active in 
seizing liquor, in order that intoxicants 
might not be obtainable. A 
large quantity of liquor shipped 
here from Boston, principally by boat, hes 
been seized, and committees of temperance 
people are exercising great vigilance to keep 
any from being smuggled in. A circular ad- 
dress, which wasissued to the Grand Army 
members a day or two ago, by the representa- 
tives of the Law and Order league and the 
Womens’ Christian Temperance union, has 
caused some grumbling among the visitors. 


'Asimilar circular from the same source gave 


notice of an intention to seize any liquor con- 
signed tothe members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. The proposition was made 
by the same committee that all consignments 
to members of the Grand Army be seized and 
taken to police headquarters and, if after in- 
spection by Commander-in-Chief Kontz, they 
be found to contain any liquor that they shall 
not be forwarded to the consignees, met with 
instant opposition, and the fact of such a 
proposition having been made has caused 
something of a rebellious spirit to arise, and 
the visitors openly declare their intention to 
resist any such arbitrary action should 
it be attempted. Itis not denied that there 
are quantities of liquor now en route, consign- 
ed to members of the Grand Army, who are 
either now here or who are to arrive, and 
prominent officers of the organization declare 
that they intend to take and keep possession 
of these consignments. The constant agita- 
tion of this subject recently by the temperance 
leaders has caused it to take a place of para- 
mount interest on all sides. 

Much is heard on all sides in regard to the 
liquor question. To-night the associated press 
is in receipt of the gesecabe telegram, which 
seems to have been inspired by the circulars 
issued by the temperance leaders: 

NEWPORT, YVt., une 20.—To the Associated 
Press: Two thousand comrades of the G. A. R., 
have read the dispatches regarding the appoint- 
ments of special police to care for the lives and 
property of the people of Portland. We 
call your attention tothe fact that in times past 
we were the police of the nation, and twenty years 
have not dismissed our respect for law and order. 
We come unarmed and on peaceaful mission, as 
your guests, and respectfully ask permission to 
enter penn unmolested by special police or 
special investigating committee. 

This was signed | the departments of Ohio, 
Tennessee, Georgia, Illinois, Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Iowa, Colorado, Minnesota, Oregon, Dakota, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska and Michigan. 

The peculiar wording of the circular sent 
out by the advocates of temperance seems to 
have had the efiect of creatang no small de- 
gree of resentment on the part of the visitors 
from other states, and many of them say that 
to issue such circulars toa body of men so old 
in years, so old in gervice, and in distinguish- 
ed honors as that of the Grand Army of the 
hepublic ig scarcly less than 
an insult. That such feelings 
would be created, was forseen by many lead- 
ing citizens of Portland not long after the 
prepgrations for the encampment began, and 
tothe discouragement which most ofthem 
felt due to the remarkable activity of the pro- 
bibitionist leaders may be attributed much of 
the apathy that has prevailed among the citi- 
zens, indicated by the slowness of subscrip- 
tions, ss well as by thecomparative meager- 
ness of the decorations.

WRECKED BY WIND. 


WHICH CUTS ASWATHE THROUGH 
THB WEST. 


Houses Blown Over, Crops Destroyed, Fences and 
Outbuildings Scattered and General Destrac- 
tion Noted—A Storm of Hail, Bain 
end Electricity Reported—Btc. 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., June 22.~-A cyclone 
visited the northeastern portion of this county 
on Saturday night. As yet only a vague idea 
can be formed as tothe extent of the damage. 
At the town of Sibley, on the river, a number 
of Kouses were destroyed, among 
them being the large general store of 
C. 8. MeMullen, scarcely a vestige of which 
remains. No lives were lost, though the track 
of the storm was through the residence portion 


ofthe town. Throughout the country the 
forests suffered from the loss of large trees, 
and grain is more or less damaged. Most of 
the latter was almost ready forthe sickle. Tha 
new businers house of L. W. Herson, in this 
city, was blown out ofshape. The wind blew 
a gale,and the driving rain was general 
throughout the county. The path of the 
cyclone was from the southwestern portion of 
the county to the northwestern. 
RAIN, HAIL AND ELECTRICITY, 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan, June 22.—A tornado, 
accompanied by rain, hail and electricity, 
passed over this city late Saturday night, and 
it is now learned that although in the city the 
only damege was to trees, fences and gardens, 
in the country it was more severe. The large 
stock farm belonging to Captain W. 8. Tough, 
four miles south, was badly wrecked. The 
large barn was blown to atoms and nine horses 
were buried in the debris. Three were killed 
outright, and all the others severely injured. 
The second story was blown from the home of 
Geo. Richardson,but, although the family was 
in the house, no one was injured. The 
residence of John Hucueno, about twelve 
miles from the city, was blown to atoms. The 
family, consisting of five persons, was scat- 
tered about the yardin all directions by. the 
gale, but none were killed. All, however, 
were injured more or leas. The timbers of 
the house were blown more than a mile. 

Every building in Sherbrooke, Dakota, was 
blown over Saturday except the county buéld- 
ing, which was held down by the safe. No 
one was hurt. 

THE CROPS DAMAGED. 

Kansas City, June 22.—Thestorm Saturday 
night did little damage in Kansas City, the 
most serious being the blowing down of the 
three story brick building at 18th and Frank 
streets. The building, which is valued at 
$4,000, is a total wreck. Reports, however, 
are coming in of serious damage tothe grow- 
ing crops, a8 well as to-the destruction of 
fences and houses, and in some eases dwell- 
ings. Specials from St. Joseph, Warrensburg, 
Independence, Cameron, Chillicothe, - Berier, 
Missouri City, Marshall, Slater and Glasgow, 
all Missouri towns, all tell the same story. 

At Glasgow J. D. Wilson, of Peoria, a travel- 
ing man, lost his life, and the business portion 
of the town was almost destroyed, 

THE STORM ELSEWHERE. 

MixpeNn, La., June 22.—A severe storm 
passed over this section about 1 o’clock yes- 
terday, doing great damage to the crops,fences 
and trees.

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THE HORRIBLE TEXAS TRAGBDY. 


Further Details of the Brutal Assault on 
Mrs. Haze)l. 

Evxart, Texas, June 22.—Further develop- 
ments, which have come to light, show the 
bratal assault made on Mrs. Hazell, on Friday 
night, to have been one of the most blood- 
curdling and awful crimes ever erpetrated. 

_ Randolph Hazell, a respected citizen, re- 
siding on the dutskirte of town, attended a vil- 
lage dance, and his beautiful wife, only twenty 
three years of age, had intended accompany- 
ing her husband, but at the 
lest moment she changed her mind 
and retired with her two little children, teil- 
ing her husband to go to the danceand have a 
goed time. When Hazell returned home 
about midnight he entered his wife’s chamber, 
intending to wake her and gossip about the 
dance. He found the two little children 
sweetly sleeping, but the mother was gone. 

Striking a light the husband soon discov- 
ered that his wife’s clothing was all there, 
amd finding the front door unlocked, he at 
o@ce surmised the horrible truth. The black 
fiepds had deliberately entered the house and 
caffied away his beautiful wife. Frenzied with 
fe@r the husband ran to town, gathered halfa 
degen friends and began the search. Near the 
doorway of his residence, in the soft mud, 
Werte visible the tracks of two men 
with large, broad feet. Betweey these tracks 
was the delicate imprint of a woman’s naked 
foot, When the poor husband saw this he fell 
om his knees and asked God to kill him, 
Heknew whatthe tracks meant. Dogs were 
quitkly given the scent, and at two o’clock, 
ihrough their aid, the body of poor Mrs. Ha- 
ze} was found about a mile from the house 
end'only twenty-five yards from the main 
ro#“d, 

The body was nude, lying on the face. The 


jugular vein had been severed with a common 


knife. Along her once beautiful cheeks were 
visible great, ugly gashes made with a dull 
knife grasped in a strong hand. 
Around her delicate neck was a dark 
back circle, as though she had beea hanged. 


Near the body was found a pair of men’s | 


c?awers and 500 yards away was found a 
man’s undershirt clotted with blood. 

Assoon as Sheriff Davis arrived trom Palis- 
tine, some twelve miles distant, a rigid exam- 
ination was commenced. Over twenty negroes 
wtte immediately arrested and examined. 
The theory of the officers is that after 
nesmaiting the lady the fiends fear- 
in they had been recognized 
ddl mined to kill her. After murdering her 
they attached a rope around her neck and 
dragged the corpse about an eighth of a mile.

This firs was soon extinguished, 
but not before'it had followed the elevator 
shaft to the upper stores. The 
iismes leaped. to the third and fourth 
floors, where they burned fiercely. After 
stubborn work the fire was confined to the 
fourth floor, which was filled with glass and 
rockery ware of all descriptions, packed in 
crates. The inflammable nature of the pack- 
ing rendered it difficult to extinguish the 
flames, and several times they shot through 
the roof. The firm were carrying a stock 
roughly estimated at $300,000. Of this amount 
about $50,000 was stored in the basement and 
is badly damaged by smoke and breakage. 
The first floor stock, valued at $100,000, is 
damaged only by breakage.*-The second floor 
contained about $50,000 worth of less valuable 
goods, damaged only by smoke and breakage. 
The stock in the two upper stories is valued 
at $100,000, andis badly damaged by fire, 
smoke and water. The total loss will be 
heavy, butnoreliable estimate can now be 
made. The firm is fully insured. 


Pottery Work on Fire, 

Loxpox, June 22.—Dountton’s pottery 
works, located in Lambeth, were on fire to- 
day. Thirty engines were speedily at work 
and succeeded in extinguishing the flames, 
but not, however, before part of the three 
story factory building was gutted. The build- 
ing used for the manufacture of the finer 
quality of pottery was uninjured.

SALISBURY SAILS IN, 


UNDBR THE PROMISE THAT GLAD- 
STONE WILL HOLD OFF, 


The New Cabinet to be Announced Ts-day—Sir 
Charles Dilke Becomes an Advocate for 
Home Rule—A Proposed Visit to Ire- 
land—Newspaper Oomment, Btc. 


Lonpon, June 22.—Sir. H. F. Ponsonby, the 
queen’s private secretary, called upon the 
marguis of Salisbury at noon to-day. It Is 
supposed he was the bearer of another mes- 
sage. During the conference of the conserva- 
tive leaders which followed this visit, the 
secretary called again, this time in the royal 
carriage,and had a second talk with the 
merquis of Salisbury. The endeavors of her 
majesty to bring about an understanding be- 
tween the liberal and conservative leaders, 
thatthe former may continue in office or the lat- 
ter take office and carry on the government, 
are unceasing. 

W. Winn, conservative “whip’’ in the 
house of commons, has gone to confer with 
Sir Stafford Northcote. The persons in con- 
ference to-day with the marquis of Salisbury 
were the duke of Richmond, the earl of Cran- 
brook and Lord John Manners. 

Rumor has been floating about this after- 
noon that Salisbury will take office at once. 


This rumor is now confirmed upon what is 
believed to be good authority. 
SALISBURY WILL SERVE. 

As a resuit of the queen’s efforts, the mar- 
quis of Salisbury has resolved to accept 
Gladstone’s promise to use his influence with 
the liberals to prevent factious opposition. 
It is expected that Lord Salisbury will an- 
nounce the formation of his cabinet to-day, 
with Mr. Bourke, probably, as chief secretary 
for Ireland. Writs will then be issued for the 
reduction of cabinet members. 

Earl Spencer has started from Dublin for 
London. The nationalist members of the 
corporation have unanimously selected Mr. 
Sullivan, M. P., for the mayoralty in 1886. 
The new corporation flag was hoisted for the 
first time to-day. .

DILKE FOR HOME RULE. 

Sir Charies Dilke, addressing a meeting of 
liberals last night, said he was prepared to 
give the conservatives reasonable assurances. 
He wished to study in Ireland a plan for the 
devolution from parliament to Welsh, Scotch 
and Irish bodies much of the business that 
parliament is now not competent to dis- 
charge. He would visit Ireland as

We made 4 million tons of 
pig iron, or nearly half a millian tons less 
then the product of 1883, The value of the 
pig iron at the furnace was 74 miilion dol- 
lars, a decrease of 18 million dollars. This 
startling difference is expleined by the great 
fali in the price of iron during the year. It 
was a hard year for manufacturers of pig 
iron. 

We produced more gold and more silver, 
nearly a million dollars more of the former 
and about two and a half million more of 
the Jatter. The gold product of the year was 
valued at 31 million dollars, and the silver 
prodnect at 49 million. 

The minor metals are well represented in 
Mr. Williams's tab'cs. The output of our 
copper mines was 145 million pounds, worth 
18 million dollars. The production exceeded 
that of the previous year over “8 million 
pounds. The production of lead was 144 
thousand tons, a decrease from the product 
of 1883, The lead crop of the coyntry was 
worth at seaboard nearly 11 millfon dollars. 
The output of zinc is steadily increasing, 
aggregating last year °°) thousand tons, worth 
over three million dollars. The qnuickeliver 
production fell off one-third, standing at ov 
thousand flasks, or twoand a half million 
pounds, worth just ebout 4 million dollars. 

We dug out 65,000 pounds of nickel, abont 
2.000 pounds of cobalt, 10,000 tons of man- 
ganese, about 2,000 tons of chrome iron ore, 
all from California; a little tin ore from the 
Black hills; 150 ounces of platinum, worth 
in a crude state $3 an ounce, and 1,500 ounces 
of aluminum, worth 75 cents an ounces. 

When we leave the metals we come to 
much larger figures. We quarried building 
stone to the value of 19 million dollars, 
and burned brick and tile to the value of 3U 
million dollars more. The lime product was 
°7 million barrels, worth 19 million dollars, 
The increase over the previous year was five 
million barrels. About 100,000 barrels of 
artificial Portland cement was made, and 
{he production from natura! cement rock 
was four million barrels. The buhrstone 
crop was worth $500,000, and the grindstone 
made lest year were worth over hati a million 
dollars. 

The production of washed phosphate rock 
in South Carolina during the year ending 
May 31, 1884, was 431,779 long tons, worth 
2? 374,784, or 53,399 tons more than in the 
previous year, with an increase of $104,5'}4 In 
vaiue,- The ayerage spot price, per 
ton, wes 50 cents less than in the preceding 
year. Therecent discoveries of phosphate 
rock in the adjoining States of North Caroli- 
na, Alabama, and Florida will probably lead 
to a still further increase in production. I 
manufactured fertilizers, (7,000 short tons, 
worth $26,110,000, were made in tha year end- 
ing April 30, 1884, and 1,023,500 short tons, 
worth $27,640,000, were made in the year end- 
ing April 30, 1885. 

The other products mentioned in Mr, Wil- 
liams’ reportare the marls, gypsum, salt, 
bromine, borex, sulphur, pyrites, barytes, 
mica—of which 147,410 pounds were pro- 
cuced; feldspar, asbestus tothe amount of 
1,000 tons, worth about $30,000; graphite and 
aspbaltum.

ice, Which, as everybody knows, is much better 
fare than the Lowell or Manchester operative 
ior a great deal more money. This seems a deci- 
dedly rose-colored picture, but after making all 
due allowances for local pride and the superior 
advantages of Nashville, it indisputably remains 
true that it costs far less to live comfortably in the 
south than in the north. A southern manufaci- 
urer Can, therefore, pay smaller wages than a 
northern one, and yet give hisemployes a greater 
return for their labor. The smaller pay-roil of his 
southern competitor must still further tax the 
ingenuity of the yankee mill owner to maintain 
his position, as the rivalry between them grows 
kneener, 

What is true of Nashville is true,in a 
much larger degree, of sites within the cot- 
ton belt proper. Labor is not only cheaper 
aud more amenable to good management in 
the south thaninthe north, but there are 
other advantages that cannot and will not be 
overlooked by men with capital who desire 
to inyest in manufactures. A southern man- 
ujecturer not only pays less for labor, but he 
gets the raw material cheaper, and the dif- 
ference in price, insignificant as it may saem, 
gives him a tremenduous advantaze even in 
northern markets. 

it has been only a few months since the 
manufacturers of the north were holding 
consultations with the managers of northern 
trunk lines in order to sectire cheaper rates 
of freight. Their comy!sint was that the 
goous of southern mills were raaning north- 
ern fabr..s<ut.of the markets of the north 
and northwest. “Yedo not now remember 
whether the eastern mills secured cheaper 
rates. Such an expedient could be only

A 
century ago young ladies of the bluest blood and 
best society talked of subjects which can now be 
represented in the newspapers only by asterisks, 
They read the novels of Fielding and Mrs. Behn 
and enjoyed them.

WAYNESBORO, Ga., June 22.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: At this timeit might not be considered in

It declined at once, reaching $2 in 1882, 


ONE MORE CHANCE 


dhe Case of W.8. Roberts to go tothe Uai. 
ted States Supreme Court. 

When Governor McDaniel refused to suspend 
bis order extraditing W. 8, Roberts, of Augusta, 
to New York, it was generally supposed that the 
last chance for the prisoner was 
gone, and that he would surely be delivered to 
the New York officials and taken back to be tried 
in that state for grand larceny 

Lest Friday the term of the order of justice 
Woods suspending action in the case because of 
Roberts’ physical condition resulting from 
his efforts at suicide expired. Roberts 
wes to have been brought to 
Atlanta and delivered to the United States district 
court. Hedid not appear but his counsel, Judge 
Montgomery was here and appealed fora further 
suspension of the decision ofthe district court, 
refusing to interfere in Roberts case. The counsel 
for the prosecution resisted the motion of de- 
fendant’s counsel. Judge Speer issued an order 
giving Roberts into the custody of the marshal of 


the southern district of Georgia pending the re. 
covery of his strength to the catnt where ia would 
ey - steep journey toNew York,and order 
dt h arsal to report to the court wh 
thought Roberts well enough to travel. aialises xs 

Thus mattersseemed to have taken their last 
turn and it was supposed that Roberts’ able and 
indefatigable counsel had exhausted their final 
resource.
